(Cuirently amended) A device that includes at least one consumable source 
that decreases in effectiveness over time, the device comprising: 

a timer, operatively coupled to the consumable source, for maintaining the 
duration that the at least one consumable source is in use; aad 

an effectiveness indicator, operatively coupled to the timer, for indicating when 
tiie timer has reached a preset duration; 

a controller. opei«iivelv coupled to the tim er and the effectiveness indicator, for 
receiving one ot more signals from t h e timer and tranianitting one or more Other signals 
to tfie effectiveness indicator, the on e or more other signals being based on the one or 
«pnf ti^ from the timer to the controller: and 

an operational indicator, operatively couple d to the controller, for indicating v/hea, 

the consumable source is in use: 

vL/herein the controll er independently controls the effectiveness indicator and tfae 
operational indicator for causing the operational in dicator to indicate that the consumable 
source is in use vtffaile simultaneously cansine the effiiiCliveness indicator to indicate an 
effectiveness of the oonstimahle source that d ecreases in effectiveness over time.

Claim 4. (Currently amended) The device as claimed in claim r^2r wherein the 
effectiveness indicator is at least one of a visual or audible indicator, and wherein the 
visual indication may be one of visual indicator going fix»m "off' to "on" or "on" to off". 

Claim 5. (Original) The device as claimed in claim 4, including a service indicator for 
indicating a need for servicing by an individual, wherein the service indicator is at least 
one of visual or avidible, and the need for servicing is based on die one or more signals 
from the timer to the controller. 
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Claim 6. (Original) The device as claimed in claim 1, wherein the at least one 
consumable source is a light source. 

Claim 7. (Original) The device as claimed in claim 1. wherein the at least one 
consumable source is an adhesive surface. 

Claim 8. (Original) The device as claimed in claim 1. wherein the indicator is at least 
one of a visual or audible indicator. 

Claim 9. (Currently amended) A device that includes at least one consumable source 
that decreases in effectiveness over time, the device comprising: 

a sensor, operatively coupled to the consumable source, for sensing the 
effectiveness of the at least one consumable source; and 

an indicator, operatively coupled to the sensor, for indicating an effectiveness of 
the at least one consumable soiiroei 

a controller, operativelv couoled to the sen sor and the effectiveness mdicator. for 
leceivine one or more signals from the sensor an d transmittintT one or more other signals 
to the efFeetiygnesfi indiealo r. the one or "^^r ^lir ^'P*"*^" ''^'"'^ ^^"^ °° ^'^ ^ 
more signals from the sensor to ft o controller, and 

an operatiopal indicator, operativelv coupled to t he controller, for indicating when 
the consxunable source is in use: 

wherein the cofitroller independentiv co ntrols the effectiveness indicator and the 
operational indicator for causing the operational in dicator to indicate tiiat tiie consumabje 
source is in use while simultaneously causing t he effectiveness hidicator to indicate an 
effectivene«« of the cop snmahle ^urce that dec reases in effectiveness over rime.

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Claim 12. (Cuirently amended) The device as claimed in claim 2 id, wherein the 
effectiveness indicator is at least one of a visual or audible indicator, and wherein the 
visual indication may be one of visual indicator going from "off* to "on" or "on" to off'. 

Claim 13. (Original) The device as claimed in claim 12, including a service indicator for 
indicating a need for servicing by an individual, wherein the service indicator is at least 
one of visual or audible, and the need for servicing is based on the one or more signals 
from the timer to the controller. 

Claim 14. (Original) The device as claimed in claim 9, wherein the at least one 
consumable source is a light source. 

Claim 15. (Ordinal) The device as claimed in claim 9, wherein the at least one 
consumable source is an adhesive surface. 

Claim 16. (Original) The device as claimed in claim 9, vsfeercin the indicator is at least 
one of a visual or audible indicator. 

Claim 1 7. (Original) The device as claimed in claim 9, whwein the sensor is a timer. 
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
